It has been demonstrated = that 
wheat may be shipped to Liverpool 
via the Pacific route at an average 
foving of at least six cents per 
bushel from Alberta points, and at

from points in Western Saskatchbe- 
wan; und 

If Alberta conld have taken 
vantuge of the Pacific route for the 
shipment of its 1922 wheat crop, the 
net return to the producers of the 
province would have been increased 
by 10 per cent.

Hard up as it is, France is lending Poland four 
hundred million francs with which to strengthen 
its financial and economic situation, and incidon- 
tally get in position to maintain an army on a 
fighting basis if it comes to that. France believes 
in standing by its friends, and in that respect it is 
wise. If Lenin makes a move to help his ally at 
Berlin he will have Poland to reckon with. After 
what happened when he tried to wipe the Poles 
off the map three or four years ago, Trotsky will 
not be anxious to venture upon another encounter 
with that race of fighters ‘‘from away back.’’ 

ANOTHER BOOM GOES WRONG. 

Distant fields are not always as green as they 
look. During the winter there has been quite a 
movement of people from Alberta to California, 
induced by the news that a boom of some kind had 
struck the movie star state and that jobs at good 
wages awaited all and sundry who were tired 
shoveling snow and wanted to live among the 
orange groves, etc., etc. The Los Angeles Times of 
January 81 contains an article headed: ‘‘Problem 
of Jobless Taken Up,’’ in which the Loa Angeles 
mayor calls upon all organizations, churches, busi- 
ness men and property owners to co-operate in 
combatting the problem of unemployment. This 
erticles informs up that the Los Angeles superin- 
tendent of the public employment department has 
nsised the ministers of the city, the business men 
and women and property owners to assist, and 
that his letters are in the hands of thousands of 
people. The unemployment situation there, we are 
told, has been aggravated by unsettled weather 
conditions and ‘‘the influx of employment seekers 
from other parts of the country.’’ City work for 
the unemployed of Los Angeles had been urged, 
and some had been undertaken. The police re- 
ported to the city council that from 
14,000 idle men were in the city. From which it 


may be gathered that the chap who hikes for Cali- | 


fornia at present is more likely to land in a soup 
kitchen than to get a fat job. 


REAL MONEY FOR SHAM. 

France and Belgium propose to put a new kind 
of money in circulation in the Ruhr district. A 
kind, it is to be supposed ,that will represent. real 
value, as distinguished from the kind now in cir- 
culation there and which is literally worth less 
than the paper out of which it is manufactured. 
That will go hard with the resolution of the Ger- 
man miners and industrial workers to stay op 
strike. For years they have been paid in money 
that was worthless the more they got of it, that 
lost purchasing power even while the supply of 
food and other necessities increased, that shrunk 
in value with the setting of the sun and the revolu- 
tions of the printing press, and that left them 
paupers even when their pockets were bulging 
with it. They have had a close up of fiat money 
and know what it amounts to. The temptation to 
fo back to work will be strong when they are 
offered money which is actually worth what is 
printed on the face of it, which will buy more as 
the supplies of necessities increase, which will be 
worth as much tomorrow as it is today, and which 
will make them better off in proportion as they 
practise economy and increase their store of it. 


MORE CONSUMERS NEEDED. 

Sir Henry Thornton says Canada needs ‘‘immi- 
ation of capital’’ as well as an influx of people. 
That is a fact that is not getting as much attention 
as it deserves. We are producing in the Dominion 
vastly more food than we know what to do with. 
That is literally and actually true. Lacking a mar- 
ket at home, or nearer home, we ship it to the 
other side of the Atlantic, sell it there in com- 
petition with the world, and have as net proceeds 
what is left after paying 
costs incidental to long distance marketing. If 
half our surplus crop of wheat and beef and pork 
were eaten in Canada, by people engaged in min 
ing, canufacturing and other lines of productive
